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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on April 16, 2009, the applicants have elected group VI with 
traverse for further prosecution. However, during a subsequent telephone interview on 
May 28, 2009 with the applicant's attorney, complex of example 1 ( page 29 ) directed to 
group I was elected with traverse for further prosecution. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on April 16, 2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive regarding restriction requirement. As stated clearly in the last office 
action, variables L1 , L2 and V are critical for the common core of instant metal 
complexes. Thus, restriction requirement as indicated is proper and thereby made final. 

3. Claims 1-28 are pending in the application. Claim 20 is withdrawn from further 
consideration as being directed to non-elected invention. 

Specification 

4. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 23 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in alternate only. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Claim 23 depends upon claim 5 and claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-19 and 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-19 and 21-28, the term — characterized in that — is vague. The 
applicants are suggested to use the term — wherein 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-19 and 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nii ( WO 2004/108857 ). 

Nii discloses metal complex compounds and organic electroluminescent devices 
containing these metal complex compounds. The metal complex compounds 49, 54, 
58-60 ( see page 71 ), 78, 79, 81 and 83 ( see page 74 ) disclosed by Nii anticipate the 
instant claims when V represents an alkyl group or substituted alkyl group in the instant 
compounds. 

9. Claims 1-19 and 21-28 are objected for containing non-elected subject matter.
